THINKING HARD ABOUT SOFT CORN. 


A soft carn usually develops as a result of a protruding bone. 
between toes. Its name comes fromthe fact that wetness in the 
toe area keeps the skin of the corn soft. This slow-growing type of 

corn may be misidentified at home as a fungus infection because - 
of its location and texture. If ignored, the problem could com- 
plicate itself as a result of splitting, moist skin and infection. At 
this point, treatment by the podiatrist would be mandatory. A 
more prudent approach would be to have the podiatrist identify 
and apprai the condition before it becomes problematic. In 
some cases, a minor surgical procedure can remove the boney 
outcropping that leads to a soft corn.
